‘YOKOHAMA. 

From Yokohama the latest intelligence reaches to the 18th 
Jan., down to which date we have received files of the Japan 
Herald, On the 4th Jan. the English mail of 10th Nov. was 
received, and the French mail arrived out on the 14th, convey- 
ing also telegrams from London to the 1st December. 

Political events had not been numerous, though two are 
noteworthy and interesting. The Envoy of his Majesty the 
King of Belgium had been to Yedo with the view of feeling 
his way towards a treaty; and a leading member of the Gorogio 
had visited Yokohama, with several high officials. He took 
occasion (says the Herald) to congratulate the foreign Ministers 
on the removal of all the old restraint that had existed before 
the ratification of the treaties—and even admitted how. very 
difficult had been the position of the Tycoon and his Govern- 
ment as standing between the foreigners aud the Mikado ;. un- 
able in some sort to tell either party the exact truth with re- 
gard to the other. But the most extraordinary circumstance 
connected with this event was its finale; and we can hardly 
class it among secondary affairs, indicating as it docs the remark- 
able change in feeling in the Japanese mind towards foreigners, 
Matsudaira Hokino Kami, the member of the Gorogio spoken 
of, acknowledged that until the Ministers went to Hiogo he had 
never meta European. He is an elderly man, and one of 
the most polished even of the Japanese nobles. Before leaving 
for Yedo he asked Mr, Macdonald to drive him in his carriage 
to Kawasaki, as he would prefer that mode of transit to return- 
ing in the steamer. Mr. -Macdonald having courteously as- 
sented, the steamer was despatched to Yedo, and Matsudairo, 
with four others, mounted the vehicle. The Legation guard 
under Captain Applin, and a number of his own guards, accom- 
panied them, and the whole route along the Tokaido presented 
@ most extraordinary scene of excitement, the surprise of all 
grades being unbounded. This is really one of the most re- 
markable coups we have yet known in Japanese and foreign 
intercourse. The pleasure exhibited by all was extreme, and 


Jat Kawaseki they didnot leave without the warmest expressions 


of kindly rogard on both sides. 

Sir Harry Parkes visited Yedo for a few days, returning on 
the 11th January. In Yedo all is quict, and there is no par- 
ticular news respecting the movements of the Tycoou, or of

received at the Oriental Bank. 

The mail steamer which arrived on January 4th brought the 
new Consul, F. @. Myburgh, Esq., who immediately entered upon 
his duties, The Herald says :—“ Ju secing Mr. Flowers resume 
his office of Vice-Consul we cannot withhold the oxpression of 
the general feeling of the community that, since he has officiated 
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as British Consul in Yokohama, he has acted with such single- 
ness of purpose, and shown so much anxiety to do all in his 
power for the advantage of Her Majesty's subjects here, as to 
win the confidence of his countrymen ; whilst the whole com- 
munity, Japanese and Europeans, has known that uprightness 
directed the proceedings in the British Consulate. A large 
meed of praise must also be accorded to Mr. Fletcher, who now 
elivers up the reins of the Vice-Consular office, for the intel- 
ligence, energy, aud affability with which he has held them.” 

The Chamber of Commerce held a meeting on the 2nd Janu- 
ary, at which it was determined to appoint a paid secretary, the 
salary to be $600 per annum. 

A meeting had been held at the house of H. Turner, Esq., 
of the members of the Mounted Volunteer Corps, at which a 
committco was appointed and preliminary rules adopted. There 
were alr 37 members enrolled, 

The Ritie Association had met to contend for the subscrip- 
tion challenge cup. This was the first competition for the said 
prize, which is raised by 14 subscriptions of $5 each, and will 
ecome the property of the first member who wins it three 
times. ‘Tuc only rifles allowed are the Swiss and the Govern- 
meut patterns ; the distances, 200, 500, and 700 yards ; five 
shots at cach range. ‘lhe first holdership was gained by a 
score of 30 points, from an Enfield rifle, in the hands of a gen- 
tleman who then made his first appearance in the Y. R. A. 

A performance had been given at the Olympic by the officers 
of HLS. Princess Royal, The “ Practical- Man” and “ The 
Thumping Legacy’ were the pieces selected. His Excel- 
lency the British Minister avd Lady Parkes honoured the occa- 
sion with their presence. The performance was very excellent 
throughout, the actors without exception being far beyond the 
average of amateurs in ability. The proceeds were to be given 
to a charity. 

Several gentlemen had succeeded in getting a small paddy 
field lent to them, for the purpose of making a skating ground 
this season. Their endeavour appears to have been to obtain 
a large space that might have been available for all, but this 
they could not manage. 

The following is a translation of a letter sent by the high 
officers of the Yaslieetchee of Satsuma at Kioto to the Mikado, 
with reference to the opening of Hiogo :—“ Although we do not 
know exactly the motives which have brought into the harbour 
of Hiogo the ships of the barbarians, still we have been confi- 
dentially informed that, after a conference held between these 
same barbarians and Abe Boungono Kami, Matsmai Idzou no 
Kami, it has been agreed that Hiogo should be open, and satis- 
faction given to their demands within these ten days, and that 
‘on this occasion the Tycoon would come up to Kioto. Now, 
your Majesty is well aware that Hiogo (is) in the vicinity 
of your sacred residence and a very important port in 
the Insland Sea. We are, for this reason, far from thinking 
that your Majesty will for a moment entertain the idea of 
allowing the opening of Hiogo. Since the American came and 
trampled on our land, the resolution of your Majesty has been 
immutable. That we all well know and admire more than any 
other one of your subjects. We dare to say that we do not 
entertain serious anxieties on this subject. Still, it might 
happen that the statements made to your Majesty should move 
your heart, and in exacting from you concessions, put your em- 
pire in a danger and in an opprobrium unknown until our days, 
and which a thousand years would not repair. Nothing less 
than the submission or the rebellion of the hearts of the people 
is at stake and regrettable concessions would be the origin 
‘of immense calamities, We therefore humbly request your 
Majesty to convoke at once all the Daimios ; and, after having 
taken their advice, to cause the majesty of your empire to 
shine once for all. However, such a measure would take time, 
and it mig!t happen that these barbarians should fatigue your 
Majesty with their obstinate resolutions, Should they dare to 
act ligiily, it would be the duty of your Mojesty to decree their 
expulsion. In such a contingency, although our infirm Yasheet- 
chee has bat very few hands at present, according to the instruc- 
tions of Chiowri Taiiou o Soumi no Kawi (Chimatsi Sabouro’) 
we cfler to forma the advance guard, and, by fighting to death, 
we would endeavour to show our gratitude for all the favours 
with wiich we have been blessed in the empire of your Majesty. 
May your Majesty deign to receive our request, and forgive its 
intrusiveness. ‘Lhe high officers of the Yasheetchee of Satsuma.” 

With regard to the opening of Osaka, the Japan Herald has 
the followin:

now as a fact—the rider, “earlier if possible,” being of very 
infinitesimal value. The advantages of its being opened at 
this time will be viewed very differently by different people ; 
but for all practical purposes, we think it is better as it is. 
The treaties being sanctioned, the trade will be done, and it will 
pass through the hands of the merchants of Nagasaki and 
Yokohama principally; if the trade increases as materially 
as we expect, other houses will start here, of those who 
intended making Hiogo or Osaka their head-quarters in the 
event of the opening, whilst those already established 
here will do all the increased business they otherwise would 
without increasing their expenses. It is, then, we say, better 
as it is, The opening of the port in 1868, at a definite period, 
and that not too early, puts every one on an equal footing ; 
whilst the particular circumstances of Yokohama are immensely 
improved thereby. It is expected that in 1867 the American 
mail steamers between San Francisco and Hong Kong will call 
here, and when the railway across the American continent 
is complete, a very large proportion of the home pas- 
senger traffic from China will pass through; and, having 
the geographical advantage of being the first port of call from 
America and the last on the return voyage, we shall have 
all the benefit of earliest advices from Europe and America, 
and the latest from China; so that we shall be in the most 
favoured position for governing our transactions in both direc- 
tions. By the time, then, that the port of Hiogo actually is 
thrown open to foreigners, we shall be in a settled and firm 
position, and have become the general entrepot. It is un- 
doubtedly a great cause of congratulation to all merchants 
established here, that events took the course they did in the 
Inland Sea. The opening of Hiogo and Osaka without the 
ratification of the treaties would have been of very little use. 
‘Those who chose to proceed thither would carry their lives in 
their hands to an ipfinitely greater extent than was ever the 
case in Yokohama. But the ratification gives most of the ad- 
vantages of the opening of the port, without any of the con- 
comitant evils.” 

[Telegraphic advices from Japan are only down to the date 
brought by this mail, and convey no later intelligence than 
that above recorded.] 

NAGASAEI, 

A correspondent gives the following description of the 
Christmas festivities at this port :—In the morving a paper- 
hunt was got up much to the astonishment of the natives, who 
could not imagine the reason which induced the staid and sober 
foreign merchants to dress themselves in red coats, and scour 
the country after pieces of paper. All passed off well, and 
without any accident worth mentioning. Several dinner 
parties were of course given in the evening, but the public 
dinner at the “Bellevue Hotel” was said to have been the 
most triumphant success, The Russian band was in 
attendance, and the guests kept up the fun until a very 
late hour, On Friday, the 27th December, Captain Leckie 
and the officers of H.MLS. Leopard gave a ball on board. Not- 
withstanding torrents of rain which fell during the day, the ship 
had, with infinite pains, been kept perfectly dry. The quarter 
deck was transformed into a ball-room, and was most tastefully 
decorated with flags and evergreens, Messrs. Glover and Co. cele- 
brated New Year's night by a ball, and again on the 6th January 
(the Russian Christmas Day) one of their godowns was the scene 
of a brilliant ball given in compliment to the Russian officers. 
HILRM’s ship Variag left for Hakodadi on the 10th January.

CHINA. 
HANKOW. 

‘The following, from the correspondent of the Record, explains 
the telegrams published in advance of this mail, Later news 
is telegraphed, which will be found in another column :— 

Alarming intelligence has been brought from Hankow by the 
steamer Fire Queen, which left on the 21st January. At that 
date a large rebel force was within thirty miles of the city, and 
one of the leading Imperialist generals had turned over to the 
insurgents’ side. The Taoutai of Hankow was in great trepi- 
dation, and had appliod for assistance to all the foreign Con- 
suls, An urgent despatch conveyed by the Fire Queen to 
Captain Tucker, R.N., of Her Majesty's gunboat Algerine, at 
Kiukiang, calling upon him to proceed to Hankow, was at once 
complied with, that vessel leaving under steam and sail, Tho 
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presence of the French gurboat Fardif would doubtless provide 
for the safety of the foreign residents until the Algerine 
arrived. Refugees were flocking into the foreign settlement 
from all sides, and were noticed on the river banks for many 
miles below Hankow, The Hankow Times has an article urging 
the establishment of a volunteer force. 

SHANGHAI, 

The P. and O. mail of 27th November (overdue) arrived out 
on the 24th January. The dates are now down to the morning 
of the 26th. 

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

“We are happy to be able to announce tho arrival of the 
French Opera Company, which has been so long expected. 
The company landed on the 16th Jan. from the French barque 
Le Leon, and opened their season on Monday last with Doni- 
zetti’s opera “La Favorite.” Favourable criticisms on the 
merits of some of the principal singers have already appeared 
in the local press. At 12 o'clock midnight of the 12th, just as 
the last visitors were leaving the Lyceum Theatre, after a highly 
successful performance by the Shanghai Rangers, many were 
startled by the report of a cannon followed by several rockets, 
and the sudden illumination of the sky. The commotion was 
caused by the Russian man-of-war, the officers and men of 
which thus celebrated the opening of the new year, January 
Ist, OS. Immediately after the gun was discharged the 
America was wrapped in blue fire, which blazed on ber yards, 
rigging, and paddle-boxes. The sight was an excessively pretty 
one, and amply rewarded those who ran through the snow from 
the theatre door to discover the cause of the excitement, 

“A general meeting of the Shanghai Volunteers was held on 
the 11th Jan. to discuss the question of whether the corps 
should be disbanded, as well as other topics of considerable 
interest. The position of the Infantry battalion was forcibly 
depicted by Sir Edmund Hornby, and his appeal to the mem- 
bers and to the community should have a good effect. It was 
universally agreed that, tho corps should be sustained, and the 
following gentlemen were elected as officers for the current

“The Rajah of Cochix, which cleared on the 8th January for 
London, was detained under somewhat strange circumstances. 
Some weeks ago the captain of H.ILR.M.S. America requested 
the master of the Rujah of Cochin to haul down his distinguish- 
ing flag, which bore a remarkable resemblance to the Russian 
ensign. This the master refused to do until he received an 
order from Captain Boyes, of H.MS, Barossa, when he lowered 
it without further difficulty. However, when proceeding down 
the river, he seized the moment when he {was passing the 
Russian man-of-war to fire two guns and hoist the obnoxious 
flag. The joke, however, cost him somewhat dear, for a boat 
put off from the Barossa and brought the Rajah of Cochin to 
off the first point, where she lay until the 14th. 

“The accounts which have been received’during the past fort- 


night respecting the movements of the rebels are to the effect j 


that the Nienfei are now in the vicinity of the Grand Canal, 
about 300 li north of the Yangtsze River, and have been push- 
ing their way steadily southwards, it being affirmed that the 
Imperialist forces have met with severe reverses, 

“ Business during the past fortnight has been generally limited 
both in imports and exports, the most notable feature being a 
resumption to a moderate extent of shipments of cotton to 
Liverpool, consequent upon the rise in the home market. In 
manufactures, though a large speculative demand has existed both 
on the spot and to arrive among foreigners, inquiry has not been 
active on the part of the natives, consequent upon the approach

of the holidays. We have to note a rise of 1.5 to 2.0 tls, 
in 8 lb. 4 grey shirtings. In woollens little inquiry, but prices 
maintained. 

“A small steamer, measuring 60 feet in length and 14 feet in 
breadth, has been constructed by the Chinese Government, 
without European assistance, and has made a successful trial 
trip on the river. 

“Stephens, Garde and Watt, the three prisoners charged with 
the {murder of Macdonald at Hankow, on the 1st October, were 
tried at the Supreme Court before Sir Edmund Hornby and a 
jury. The evidence against Watt was, at the opening of the 
case, stated by the Counsel for the Crown to be defective, and 
he was therefore released and appeared as a witness. The 
whole of the evidence, which was mainly circumstautial, was 
strongly against the prisoners, but there was a link wanting to 
make it sufficiently clear to give a conviction, ‘The jury found 
the prisoners “ Not Guilty ” as charged, but expressed their 
abhorrence and disgust at the; conduct of the prisoners and of 
several of the witnesses. They also recorded their opinion that 
some reform was needed in the system of liccusing grog shops.” 

A correspondent of tho Worth China Ileral.d writes from 
Soochow :— 

“Recent advices inform us that Lieutenart-Acting Futair 
whose resignation we announced in our last issue, has been 
directed to continue the discharge of his duties, aud make such 
domestic arrangements short of leaving his post as the emer- 
gencics of his situation may require. Robberies have lately 
become of frequent occurrence in the provincial capital. A few 
nights ago about 100 thieves made an entrance into a large 
Yamén through a hole dug through a wall at the back, and com- 
pletely gutted the premises. They got in so quictly that the 
inmates, who were all fast asleep, were bound and gagged before 
any alarm could be given. It was discovered that the robbers 
were soldiers belonging to the camp of Li, Tung-ling of Kiaug-su, 
aud that their leader was a mandarin with a glass button and 
black feather, one of the officers attached to the camp. This 
man had formerly been a rebel chief, and enjoyed the implicit 
confidence of the Chung Wang. The civil authorities were very 
backward in interfering when they discovered that the robbers 
were attached to the command of so high an official as Liu, but 
he quickly settled the matter by decapitating the mandarin, 
and, ‘we believe, disbanding the soldiers.” 

Judgment was given by the U.S, Consul in the case of 
Thos. Uunt aud Co, J. B. Parks, arising out of a claim for 
certain machinery supplied by the plaintiffs for the steamer 
Hercules. The decision was for the plaintiffs, with costs. 

The German Club Concordia was formally inaugurated on 
Wednesday evening, 10th January, in the presence of about 
seventy members and several guests. The chair was occupied 
by Mr, Tettenborn, President. 

The Chairman in opening the proceedings, said :—Gentlemen, 
T have this evening the satisfaction of welcoming you within 
the walls of our new club, Look round you in every corner of 
the building, and I trust that you will find that the work which 
we have done is a credit to us. Your task it will now be to give 
vitality, aud I trust @ long continued vitality, to this institution. 
My sincere desire is that these walls may for years to come be 
witnesses of rational enjoyment and cheerfulness, and that from 
to-night the whole building may be transformed into a templo 
of German faithfulness, German manliness, and German hospi- 
tality. (Loud cheers.) The minutes of the last preliminary 
mecting were then read and approved, and the statutes were 
passed. The house rules were also submitted, and after some 
discussion passed in the form in which they had been laid before 
the mecting. It was then proposed, seconded, and carried 
unanimously :— That the permanent committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Tettenborn, Obl, Hubener, Fier and Siegfried, enter 
upon the discharge of their duties, and that the thanks of 
the mecting be given to the provisional committee who now 
retire.” A large attendance of gentlemen of all uations kept 
up the convivialities of the ceremony during the evening, 

In addition to the repeated complaints of passengers against 
the P. and O. Company, the one of non-delivery of parcels is 
now revived with considerable emphasis. Tho articles sent by 
this route pay a high freight for quick delivery, and it is a hard 
case to havo them left behind en route. 

Ata meeting of subscribers to the British Episcopal Church, 
the plans prepared by Mr. Gilbert Soott, and enlarged by Mr. 
Kidner, were unanimously approved. The following statement 
was made by Mr. Cuthbertson, the Treasurer ;—> 
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“The old church of Shanghai, in which Mr. Hobson preached 
and many of us worshipped, was taken down in the year 1862, 
and it was not until June, 1863, that the trustees were in- 
structed to apply to Mr. Gilbert Scott for a new design, which, 
it was hoped, would be a model of modern ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture, Whether we might not have done better by con- 
sulting a gentleman of less reputation but' with more time 
at his command than Mr. Scott evidently has, it is need- 
less now to inquire; it is sufficient to say that those 
instructions were at once carried out. Mr. Scott was 
written to, the main conditions laid down being that he should 
prepare plans of a church to accommodate 800 at acost of 
£20,000, and let us have them at as early a date as possible. 
Unfortunately, reference had to be made to Shanghai for infor- 
mation as to the materials that could be obtained, the cost of 
labour, and sundry other matters ; and it was not until the 1st 
of November, 1864, that the plans reached us. Instead of a 
church with 800 sittings, we found that Mr. Scott had only 
provided for 460, and the lowest estimate that could be ob- 
tained was, exclusive of the spire, 75,000 tls. Seeing the abso- 
lute necessity of some considerable alteration, Mr. Kidner was 
employed by the trustees to enlarge the general plan s0 
as to give the requisite accommodation; and his draw- 
ings, with the necessary explanations, were laid before a 
meeting held on 4th February, 1865, the minutes of which are 
now before us. At that meeting the amended plans were 
agreed to, and the trustees authorised to begin operations when 
further sum of 2,000 taels had been subscribed. Notwith- 
standing this resolution the trustees felt that in a matter of 
80 much importance unanimity was not only desirable but in- 
dispensable, and with a view to remove objections which had 
been strongly urged, they decided to refer the plans to Mr. 
Scott for his approval. Mr, Scott has expressed himself fully 
satisfied with all Mr. Kidner has done, and consequently we 
are now justified in saying that the design of our new church 
is in point of fact as thoroughly a work of Mr. Scott’s as if the 
alterations had been entirely his own. We propose to bring 
the foundation of the spire only to the level of the ground line, 
leaving its erection in accordance with Mr. Scott’s design to the 
residents of future years, unless the amount of subscriptions re- 
ceived should greatly exceed our expectations. For a vaulted 
brick roof, involving large expense and considerable difficulty of 
construction, we have substituted one of timber, keeping how- 
ever to the original lines, and for Singapore wood we propose 
using ordinary piles and American timber for the roof and 
fittings, while the arches, as shown in the drawings, can be of 
brick throughout instead of granite. These modifications, not 
affecting the comfort or accommodation of the church, and 
perhaps rather improving the general appearance, have enabled 
us to bring down the estimates to 55,000 tls.” 

HONG KONG. 

The dates by the present mail are up to the Ist Feb., or 
three days later than received per French mail, and published 
in our issue of the 7th inst, Business was quiet, owing to the 
Chinese New Year holidays and the approaching races.

{FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
January 30, 1866. 

The most notable event of the fortnight here has been the 
complete change effected in the journalistic arrangements of the 
colony, by which a marked improvement in the local press has 
been produced. In the first place, the Daily Press, which has for 
years becn noted for its scurrility and extravagance under the 
editorship and proprietary of Mr. Y, J. Murrow, whose object 
throughouthis career seems to have been that of outdoingeven tho 
wildest eccentricities of the New York Herald, has passed into the 
hands of a gentleman lately connected with one of the London 
penny dailies, and has at once altered in the tone of its articles, 
whilst the general conduct of the paper exhibits also a marked 
degree of ability. On the other hand, the weekly China Mail 
and the Evening Mail, the late editor and proprietor of which, 

Mr. Kemp, died a month or two ago, have passed under the 
Dianagement of Mr. N. B, Dennys, who has left Her Majesty's 
Consular Service to enter upon an editorial career, and who is 
considered likely to succeed in infusing new life into the long- 
established concern of which he has taken charge. The China 
Mail bas for many years borne the reputation of being the best 
conducted paper in this part of the world, but owing to the ill- 
ness and decease of its late editor it has become sadly in want of 





new and capable management. A want that has long existed 
in the press of Hong Kong has been an acquaintance with the 
Chinese language and a proper insight into the habits and 
institutions of the people. This will now doubtless be obviated 
by the circumstance that Mr. Dennys has spent some years in 
the study of Chinese, whilst his recent intercourse with the 
official classes will be of great service to him in estimating the 
nature of current public events. It is not alone the press of 
Hong Kong that has laboured under the reproach of Egyptian 
darkness in respect to all matters concerning the Chinese, who 
stand in the ratio of 120 to 1 of the population of the island. 
So far as any adaptation in the system of Government to the 
special requirements of such a population is concerned, one 
might conceive that the theory on which it is based had been 
formed by persons ignorant of the existence of any but 
Europeans in Hong Kong. Although we are within ten 
minutes, sail of the Chinese coast and six hours’ steaun 
(costing {ten cents for the trip) of the city of Canton, not 
a single restriction is placed upon the ingress of the lowest 
classes of natives, notwithstanding the acknowledged fact that 
the colony affords an asylum to the most desperate robbers and 
pirates of the coast ; aud the consequence is that every after- 
noon the two opposition steamers from Canton disgorge each 
their hundreds of villanous-looking native passengers, arriving 
here without visible occupation or means of support, whilst the 
same steamers similarly carry away in the morning crowds of 
returning adventurers, on their way back to Canton, enriched 
with the fruits of the robberies perpetrated nightly, or of the 
petty thefts occurring in the principal thoroughfares almost 
every hour of the day. The police force which is supposed to 
cope with this criminal multitude consists, as to its constables, 
of slouching Bombay natives, scarcely one of whom understands 
more than a dozen words of English, whilst none understand 
Chinese ; and, as respects the sergeants and inspectors, chiefly of 
discharged sailors and other low-class Europeans, whose ridicu- 
lously low pay of $12 to $15 per month is constantly adduced in 
extenuation of their negligence and accessibility to bribes. 
The evil in this respect has been complained of for years, but 
no steps seem to have been taken to seek a remedy; but a 
mortifying occurrence which has taken place within the last 
few days will perhaps hasten a much-needed change, more es- 
pecially if Sir Richard MacDonnell proves on arrival as pains- 
taking and earnest an administrator as described to be. The 
Chinese shopkeepers and other respectable native residents 
have presented a petition to the Colonial authorities setting 
forth that, in view of the outrages and depredations to be ex- 
pected at the season of Chinese New Year, now close at hand, 
and of the well-known inefficiency of the Colonial police, 
they are anxious to organise a temporary force of armed 
watchmen at their own expense, and requesting permission to 
that effect. What answer has been returned is not yet known, 
but the Government will probably refuse its consent. Theefficiency 
of its own arrangements may be gauged by the fact that two 
European vessels have within the last ten days been attacked 
aud plundered by pirates within a mile or two of the island, 
whilst a third was actually boarded the other night when at 
anchor in the harbour, and only saved from pillage by the 
courage and address of the mate. 

‘The Chinese authorities of the mainland have not yet suc- 
ceeded in tracing any of the ringleaders in the late lamentable 
affair of the Pride of the Ganges. A mandarin was appointed 
to proceed to Hainan, where the coolies landed, and endeavour 
to secure the mutineers, but the naval authorities here refused 
to detach a gunboat for the purpose of conveying him to the 
spot,{whilst a small steamer belonging to the Canton Customs 
which was thereupon despatched with him was obliged to put back 
in distress. Orders have, however, gone down overland to the 
local officials, requiring them to use every effort for the capture of 
the mutineers. It is ascertained that only some twenty to thirty 
of the three hundred coolies on board took any active part in 
the rising, the remainder either passively looking on or assisting 
under compulsion and threats; and there are strong reasons 
for supposing that the ringleaders went on board the ship in 
the guise of emigrants with the deliberate purpose of effecting 
arising as soon as they should get to sea, with the belief, no 
doubt, that a large sum of money must be cerried on board. 
The lamentable lack of precaution against possible dangers of 
this kind which the captain, though duly warned before sailing, 
seems to have manifested, made the mutiny an easy task, and 
led to his unhappy end. A court of inquiry on this subject has 
concluded its sittings, but its finding has not yet been made pub- 
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lic ; and the same court has aleo been engaged in investigating the 
circumstances attending the despatch of a shipload of coolies to 
Dutch Guiana early last year, among whom an appalling 
mortality took place. The ageut for this enterprise is a German 
-ex-missionary, the Rev. W. Lobscheid, who has abandoned the 
cause of proselytism for this and other dubious undertakings, 
among which is the editing of a Chinese newspaper partaking 
largely of the tone of the journal lately conducted by Mr. Mur- 
row, who, indeed, was also the founder of the Chinese paper. 
It appears that the large mortality on board the vessel referred 
to took place among a batch of coolies rejected from the bar- 
racoons at Macao as unfit for Havanua or the Chinchas, and 
who were thereupon brought to Hong Kong by the crimps who 
had in the first place sought their market at Macao. This fact 
indicates a considerable laxity in the conduct of the emigration 
inspection here. The employment of crimps, indeed, under the 
euphonious designation of “ brokers,” cannot be sufficiently re- 
probated, and was one of the proceedings most energetically 
forbidden by Mr. Parkes, when remodelling the system of emi- 
gration in force at Canton. 

It is rumoured that the foreign Ministers at Peking have 
drawn up, conjointly with the Chinese Government, a new codo 
-of regulations for coolie emigration, to come into effect during 
the ensuing year. So long, however, as kidnapping can 
flourish unchecked at Macao, restrictions at the Chinese ports 
will be of little use. 

The remnant of the rebels who, owing to the miserable inca- 
‘pacity of the Imperial commacders, made their way back into 
this province two or three months ago, after having once been 
driven out of it, are still in possession of the city of Kia-ying- 
chow, about 80 miles inland from Swatow, and are re- 
ported to have equipped a fleat of fighting boats as if 
with the design of descending the river Han towards 
-‘Chaou-chow-Foo, the city whose inhabitants, the most tur- 
bulent in China, have so long successfully resisted the entry 
of H.M.’s Consul to the place. The Chinese Government 
itself would, I fancy, be rather pleased than otherwise if 
these unruly subjects should get a toning down at the hands of 
the rebels. 

The first general meeting of the shareholders in the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Banking Company is to take place early in 
February, when a dividend of about six per cent. for the period 
(nine months) during which the bank has been working will 
probably be declared. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 
The French mail of Dec, 17 has arrived out, and the P. and 
O. mail of Dec. 27 arrived on Jan. 30. The following 
summary of news is from the Straits Times of Feb. 8 :— 
In our issue of the 18th it was stated that all the steamers 
-of the Bombay and China Merchant Steam Navigation Company 
had been offered for sale at Bombay, and would ply no longer 
between that port, the Straits, and China; we now learn that, 
bythe Behar, which arrived yesterday, advices have been received 
here to the effect that the company had liquidated all its claims, 
-and that the steamer John Bright would leave Bombay for 
Singapore and China on the 25th instant, 
In our issue of 3rd January we referred to an articlo in the 
Java Gazette of 15th December (our translation of which, how- 
ewer, does not convey quite a correct impression), of the trans- 
fer of Mr. H. O. Robinson’s mail contract, for the Eastern Archi- 
pelago, to the Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company. 
‘We stated that the contract had been declared null and void, 
‘but those are merely the legal terms of stating that the contract 
no longer stood in Mr. Robinson's name, he having transferred 
it to the Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company, of 
which company he is the largest shareholder, and the managing 
director in London, Mr. Fraser, 8 co-director in London, is the 
‘coat agent and representative of the company in Netherlands 
india,

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—Canton.—A very limited business has been done during the 
past fortnight, the demand for Canton Gunpowders having suddenly 
ceased, and the teamen holding other kinds with extreme firmness, with @ 
great scarcity of all desirable tea. Country Congous: No transactions 
are reported, and the offers made were withdrawn immediately after the 
departure of the last mail, and, unless holders lower their ideas consider- 
ably, there is but little prospect of the stock being sold this season. 
Country Greens: Only one chop of these descriptions has arrived, for 
which $54 tls, proportion is asked, and the only offer reported is 45 tls., 
which has been refused. The stock on the market consists of 6 chops 
country Congou, 550 half-chests country Greens, and a quantity of Canton 
teas in a variety of stages of preparation. 

Foockow.—The few parcels of Congous coming forward have been 
taken at full prices, and a large proportion of the small stock on hand 
consists of mixed lots of refined Fouchow and Amoy Teas. During the 
fortnight the sales have been 4,000 chests at the following price ust 
and broken leaf kinds, 74 to 13 tls. ; Ordinary Common, 14 to 17 tls. 5 
Good Common, 17 to 20 tls.; Fair Flavory, 20 to 234 tls. There were 
no sales of Kysow kinds or of Souchong. About 2,100 half-chests of 
Oolong were disposed of, common to fair cargo at 8 to 10 tls., and fine at 
23 to 284 tls. About 140 chests of Flowery Pekoe were sold at common 
to medium 25 tls. No sales for the finest kinds ; 720 boxes of scented 
Teas were disposed of at 2I tls. 

SHANGHAL.—Black Teas: Transactions have been confined to the 
purchase of three small chops of Oonams and Ningchows and four local 
packed Congous, prices for which may be quoted fully equal to previous 
rates. About 1,500 chests have just arrived from the river ports, and 
there are one or two parcels of leaf now being made up and packed on 
spot. Settlements have been 2,100 chests Oonam at 214 to 234 ts.,. 
Ningchow at 23 to 273 tls., and Shanghai packed 18} to 203 tls. Re-ship- 
menis have been 1,100 chests, and the stock consists of 1,500 chests as 
above. Total shipments from Ist June (including Hankow re-ship- 
ments) 264,800 ‘chests, against 376,200 chests at same date last year. 
Green Teas: There has been rather less inquiry for these descriptions, the 
mail news both from England and America being not so encouraging as 
of late; prices, however, show no material change, holders continuing 
firm, as the stock both at this and Kiukiang is now much reduced. Further 
supplies from the country, it is expected, will not exceed 30,000 ickages. 
Settlements have been 12,600 half-chests Eychow and Moyune at 347 to 
52 taels, and 1,300 half-chests Pingsuey at 4i taels, Reshipments amount 
to 5,600 half-chests, and the stock is estimated at 14,000 half-chests 
Fychow and Moyune, and 2,500 halt-chests local packed Fychows. Total 
shipments from Ist June, 235,600 balf-cherts, against 162,900 half-chests 
at same date last year. # 

Yoxouama.—A large amount of business has been transacted in the 
Tea market, and the entire settlements have been for America, co! ing 
of Good Medium and Fine kinds; in other descriptions we do not bear of 
any purchases having been made. Prices have again advanced and show 
a further rise of about $1 to $2 for Good Medium to Fine kinds, other 
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classes are unaltered. Ofthe total export for the season (about 5.875,000) 
the quamity exported to the United States direct was 4,489,000, the re- 
mainder to F raglan. 

Raw Sitx.—The quantity of silk going to Europe by this opportunity 
is. 70 b jor Marseilles, and 640 for Southainpton. The M. L. steamer 
Donnai took 365 bales for Marseilles and 330 for London. 

Caxrox.—A fair amount of business has been done considering the 
lateness in the season, and with one exception of 49 bales Tsatlee all 
purchases have been made for India. Stocks both here and in the country 
are getting very small, and for which even higher than present quotations 
are asked. The settlements of the fortnight have been 115 piculs of 
silk, 50 piculs of pierced cocoons and 200 bales of silk waste. Loong- 
kong, No. 1, §630 to 640 per picul. No. 2, §75 per picul. 

SuanGuat.—Since the last report a limited business has been done in 
China Siik, the smallness of stocks, and the increasing value of the finer 
classes, preventing purchases, sceing that at such high cost no favourable 
result can be expected. Settlements since the departure of the last 
mail amount to about 600 bales. Prices have advanced about 5 to 10 tls. 
‘on Tsatlees and in one instance an advance of 40 tls. per picul has been 
paid on chop Haineens, though the ordinary classes are not quoted more 
than 10 tls. higher, The following are the latest quotations :—Teatlees : 
Chops No. 8, 620 tle. per picul. 

YoxouaMma.—Soon after the arrival of the mail, business commenced 
amongst a few buyers, and from the desire evinced to secure fine parcels 
of Silk, there has been more than the usual average of rejections: these 
qualities are very scarce, and as svou as they arrive, find buyers very soon 
at $920 to 940 per picul. The total business for the fortnight may be 
estimated at from 530 to 600 bales, bringing our export up to say 8,000 
bales, against 9,300 bales same time last year. Arrivals have about kept 
pace with settlements, and there are now from 1,000 to 1,500 Japanese 
bi on offer, all sorts included. Rather more Oshiu Silk has come down 
lately, for the fine descriptions of which very high rates are asked, It is 
not too much to say, that the greater portion of the whole stock is com- 
posed of inferior classes of Silk. 

&c.— Macao.-—Cassia Lignea: No supplies have come to hand 
during the past fortnight, and the market is quite bare; we quote nomi- 
nally $18, Cassia Buds: The demand for this article seems to have 
fallen off entirely, and although dealers have reduced the price to $48, no 
ve been effected; as holders seem anxious to realise, a further 

is Cassia Oil: The stock has been increased by a fresh 
supply to 45 piculs and consequently prices are somewhat easier, but as 
there is no inquiry whatever for this article, owing to the unfavourable 
news fiom the home markets as regards the same, in all probability the 
price will most likely still decline. At present dealers ask $185 per 
picul. Star Anniseed: Large arrivals have occasioned prices to decline $1 
per picul. The sales amount to 800 piculs at prices varying from $2I to 
21.30, according to quality. As the stock is rather heavy and estimated 
at 1,500 piculs, still lower rates are expected to rule for the future. Star 
‘Anniseed Oil: For a parcel of 5 piculs lately arrived, dealers asked the 
exorbitant price of $200, but have since reduced it to $196, however, with- 
out finding a buyer. China Galls: None have to come to market as yet, 
and we continue to quote nominal 14 per picul. China Root: Our 
market has been supplied with 500 piculs, and found buyers at the high 
rate of $3.50 per picul. Galangal: 500 piculs chan; id hands at $1.75 
per picul, leaving 1,300 piculs on the market, offered at the same price. 
Vermilion: $34 per box of 900 packages, and ¢38 per box of 1,000 
packages.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 
Tue P, and 0. Company's tender for the Mauritius mail 


service has been declined. It is believed that the Postmaster- 
General has accepted the tender of the Union Company to run 
a line between Galle and Mauritius, which will lengthen the 
time of transit about ten days. ‘Ibe only direct mail is there- 
fore that carried by the French Company. 

The report of the Agra and Mastermau's Bank (Limited) has 
been issued preparatory to the mecting. The audited accounts 
for the year ended 31st December last show that after making 
ample provision for bad and doubtful debts, the available sur- 
plus is £250,254. Out of this sum the directors have paid 
two half-yearly dividends, at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, 
adding on each occasion a bouus of 15s. per share, thus making 
the total distribution for the year 16 per cent., free of income- 
tax, on the increased capital of one million and a-half sterling. 
The balance, £10,254, is carried forward to profit and loss 
account for the current year. ‘The directors have to announce 
that during last session an Act of Parliament was obtained for 
enabling the bavk to divide the original shares of £100 each 
into two shares of £50 each. The subdivision has becn carried 
out, and the capital of the bank now consists of 60,000 shares 
of £50 each, of which £25 per share have been paid up. A 
branch of the bank has been openod in Paris, under the man- 
agement of an influential local board, and they are glad to state 
that the results from the commenceracut have been satisfactory.

HANKOW. 

The Rev. Dr. Mullens thus reports to Dr. Tidman, the 
President of the London Missionary Society :— 

“T left Shanghai with Mr. Muirhead on Saturday, November 4th, 
shree days after my arrival from Peking, and, after a most pleasant trip 
up the great River Yang-ise, reached Hankow on the morning of the 
following Tuesday. We left Hankow the next Friday evening, and, as 
the English mail was shortly expected with Mrs. Jobn, on her return from 
England, Mr. John accompanied us, We travelled both wavs by the 

; the Po-yang, belonging to Messrs Oliphant and Company, 

Mr. Jobn had the same down; and a 

go Dr. Legge in his visit received the same favour. Mr. John 

te'le me that, on repeated occasions during the last three years, Messrs. 

Oliphant have given the same privilege to himself and others, and have 

thereby saved the Society large sum of money. You will see this in a 

moment when I tell you that the lowest charge is 100 taels (£88) for a 

return trip for each ‘person; so that we four have been saved, within 
a few werks, 350 teels, or nearly £120. 

“In going up the Yang-tse I felt somewhat disappointed at the scant 
ness of the population, and the smaliness and poverty of the towns upon 
its banks. ‘I his impression was somewhat removed on my return, when 
1 saw them for the second time. I then noticed that there were large 
cities, like Nanking and Wu-hu, not treaty ports, with a considerable 
population and growing trate, and that Kiu-kiang, one of those ports, 
is also once more prospering. Still it is true that all the country 
‘on the south of the river for y miles inland was fearfully desolated 
by the rebels; towne and cities burned by the dozen, and the 
people killed by slaughter, pestilence, and starvation by mil- 
lions! Nanking and Chin-kiang bear the marks of that de- 
solation now ; both cities have been completely ruined, and so has been 
Soochow, nearer to Shanghai, across the country. 1 could not help fear- 
ing, therefore, as we drew nearer our destination, that my once lofty views 
of Hankow and its neighbour cities would receive a rude shock, and that, 
after all, [should be disappointed. But it was not so. On the morning 
of our arrival we all went over to Wu-chang, and, as I stood on the top 
ofthe hill in the centre of that city, and beheld the three walled cities 
and the river beneath me, I could not help feeling that neither in India 
nor in China had I ever before looked on such a noble sphere for 
missionary labour. Wu-chang is the governing city, and has a large 
ponulation. including many families of most respectable standing and in- 
fluence. Hankow is the great mart for trade; the most busy, crowded, 
active, wealthy p'ace Ihave seen. Its chief streets and bazaars are full of 
handsome shops, w th abundance of valuable goods, and its smaller streets 
are close-packed, and also full of people. Recently a city wall has been 
erected ail along the west side, away from the river, between Hanyang and 
Hankow, just above the banks of the small tributary river. the Han. There 
we could see the length of Hankow, and the closeness with which its 
houses are packed together. Its present population must be 700,000 to 
800,000. 






























«The Mission is placed at the north end of the native town, just off the 
English settlement. ‘The Mission Chapel is in the centre of the city, just 
off one of the great streets ; it is an excellent building, the very thing for 
a bazaar chapel, and has a catechist’s house and boys’ school-room behind 
it. Thad the pleasuro of hearing both Mr. Muirhead and Mr. John (the 
resident missionary) preach toa crowded congregation. In Wu-chang 
again, not far from the north gate, is another chapel, also well built, with 
rooms fora missionary’s visit, a catechist’s house, and schuol.”” 


‘TIEN-TSIN, 

During a journey into the interior the Rev. W. N. Hall, and 
the Rov. Jonathan Lees and Mrs. Lees report as follows :- 

“At a village throuzh which we passed we had a most intere: 
scene, illustrating plainly how much more accessible are the rural popu- 
lation than the inhabitants of cities like Tien-tsin, It is one of the hun- 
dred incidents which have occurred recently, and which are rapidly 
modifying our views of the best way of prosecuting mission work. Stop- 
ping for a moment beneath some shady trees, we had in five minutes a 
group around us such as we have never yet seen at our own station. 
There the women are inaccessible : here they crowded round, and were 
as ready to chat as the men; mothers with their little ones, young girls, 
and bright-looking lads. It brought back many a happy hour of the past. 
«Why,"we said, ‘we could get a Sunday school directly here ; and these 
mothers, how easy to win their hearts.’ [ took one bonnie bairnie, some | 
twelve months vld, into my arms, What if it did boast no clothing ex- | 
cept a small cloth pad upon its stomach? It was creditably clean, and 
crowed merrily as one tossed it in the ait. It was pleasant to find the | 
women catching up and repeating our words,” I told them of Jesus, and 
of His love for little children, and sufferings forall. We were sorry to 
leave them. There are hundreds of just such villages, and these are the 
people whom many at home, judging merely from the exceptional inci- 
dents of the war, look upon as semi-savages. * 

“ Sunday, May 2ist.—Fearing the heat, we resolved to go out early, 
and were thus able to Jo something in preaching, as well as to get a fair 
idea of the locality. Within a few yards of the inn was one of those 
strange pictures one has associated from childhood with heathen lands, It 
was the first time I had seen this. A sort of booth had been erected of 
masts and poles, and beneath it was a substantial wooden box, which I had 
at first some little difficulty in understanding. The box was some seven 
feet high, the buttom part (built of brick) four feet wide each way, and 
the upper part three feet. ‘The wo broad ribs of wood which supported 
the two corners had mottoes, as had the piece which connected them at 
the top. The roof was covered in with mating. In the centre of the 
front was another rib of wood, and just behind a little slide door, like that 
used in the ticket-office of a railway station. ‘Two other such doors were 
at either end one on the left hand at the bottom, and one midway on the 
right side. But the most extraordinary thing about it was that the whole 
frame was studded with huge iron nails, each some six inches long. The 
pont of these nails were all directed inward, so that the inside was one 
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ristling surface of spikes. ‘The heads of the nails were of different sizes. 
My surprise was not lessened on finding a man inside, nor by learning thar | 


he had already been boxed up thus for two months, 
door, and got a chat with him. He ceuld not lie down. He hi 
row form to sit upon, and in front was a small piece of wood on which he 
might rest hia arms. He is supposed neither to eat, drink, nor sleep, and 
is under a vow not to leave this voluntary prison until sufficient money 
has been raised to build anew temple. The nails are given to donors, 
the larger-headed ones falling to the largest giver. They are valued at 
sums varying from £5 to £15. Under each is aslip of paper stating its 
value, and attached to the box is a board having a place aa forming the

At some four yards’ distance from the box was a large bell 
suspended, and a piece of wood hanging from the roof of the shed served 
for a clapper, which was pulled by the man from within the box by a 
cord, and kept going night and day. In front of the box stood a amall 
earthern altar, and on itan image of the god, with the incense pot and 
all its accompaniments before it. An old priest stood in front, mut- 
tering perpetually the sacred name of Buddha, ‘Omi-ta-fa,’ «Omi-ta- 
fa,’ and striving to excite the sympathy of passers-by. A large crowd 
gathered while [ was asking these questions, and, thoroughly roused, it was 
easy to speak. The confusion of the old priest was something comical. 
At first he tried to make it out that the heaven and hell [ spoke of were 
just those which Buddhism describes; but when he found that fail, he re- 
lapsed into moody silence, or contented himself by a growled assent to cer- 
tain remarks. He looked as though he could eat me for exposing his 
rascally deceptions. But the people have not the respect for these things 
they once had. Many know how hollow are the pretensions of the priest- 


hood, and laugh at their falsehood, even while still bowing to the olden 
shrines.”

CHINA STEAMSHIP AND LABUAN COAL COMPANY 
(LIMITED), 

The first annual meeting of shareholders was held on Monday, the 5th 
Match, at the London Tatern. The following directors were'present :—JOHN 
Hicxrs, Esq., (in the chair), Sir J. D. H. Elphinstone, Bart, Harry 
Borradaile, Esq.. The Hon. F. C. Drummond, Wm. Miller, Esq., M.P., 
and Major Sinclair. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was proposed to adjourn the meeting to the 
80th of April, because they had been unable to get the requisite accounts 
from India and China, and the financial statement would, therefore, be 
made at the adjourned meeting. As to the past and present condition of 
the company, the mest important item was the coal mining in Labuan, 
whose mines contained large quantities of steam coal. From the outset 
the directors, knowing this, were convinced that the prejudice, arising 
partly from ignorance and partly from interested motives, against Labuat 
coal would die away, and that the coals would ultimately be estimated 
their real value. Since the formation of the company one or two dis- 
coveries had been made which had increased the value of the property. 
‘The small coals could be manufactured into patent fuel, hick was in 
great demand in the East, and which, unlike coal, did not deteriorate 
from exposure to weather, and it had been found upon careful 
analysis that the coals contained a large quantity of petroleum, 

ich Ied them to expect great success in the manufacture of oil, Nego- 
tiations had been entered into with the Government with the view of 
securing extended privileges in Labuan, and a lease was about to be exe- 
cuted, giving the company an entire control of the valuable timber with 
which the island abounded. The great hindrance to the prosperity of the 
Labuan mines was the difficulty in obtaining labour from China, Singa- 
pore, and other places, and in managing the coolies when they did come. 
Hitherto there had been no inducements offered to labourers to bring their 
wives and families, but the agreement with the Government, which gave 
the company several thousands of acres of land in connection with a line of 
contemplated railway, would enable provision to be made for the ample 
accommodation of the labourers and their families. Independently of what 
might be obtained from the coals, the company possessed some exceed- 
ingly valuable springs of petroleum. But there was sufficient in the steam 
coal alone to yield the shareholders the prospect of a handsome dividend 
When it was known that every ounce of cual could be utilised, and that 
with plenty of labour coals could be produced at about 9s, or 10s. per ton, 
and that coals of no better quality had been selling in China at 45s., 50s., and 
even G(s. per ton, it was evident that if the coals could be sent to China at 
moderate freizhts nothing could preventa large profit. It wasstated in the 
prospectus that a railway wasabout to be constructed in Labuan for the con- 
venience of shipping coals from the mines, instead of the present port, where 
during the monsoons no shipments could be effected. ‘The line had not 
been constructed, because it was thought better to wait until the island 
had been su and until it could be shown that sufficient quantities of 
coals were being raised to justify tke outlay. By the last, mail the sur- 
veyor's report arrived, stating that the survey of the line was all but com- 
pleted, and that his most sanguine expectations had been realised as to 
the facility with which the line could be constructed. The mines had 
been almost wholly developed by Mr. Sinclair, who would address the 
meeting, and it was calculated to inspire every confidence to know that 
that gentleman, who from personal experience knew the resources and 
capabilities of the island, had agreed to go out again for a period of from 
three to five years, and to take his family with him. At present the com— 
pany’s fleet was not the best adapted to the India and China trade ; but if 
three or four steamers were built, capable of carrying good cargoes, and 
not poseessing too many superfluous decorations, and ifa trade were com~ 
menced, either from Hong Kong to Bombay, or from Suez to Hong 
Kong, there was no company, however highly subsidised it might be, that 
could compete with them. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. SincLair said that having served under the late company for three 
years in Labuan, and from the investigations he had made, he bad not the 
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slightest doubt that the entire island contained coal. Oneshaft hed been sunk 
toe depth of 45 fathoms, and seams had been met with of the following 
thicknesses :—I foot 1 in., 4 feet 6 in., 2feet 9 in., 3 feet 9 in., and 12 feet. 
‘The surface all over the island gave indications of coal beneath, and in 
the jungle outcrops were frequently found. ‘The coal was generally 
clean; the difficulty in working was not great; the proportion of water 
met with was very small; and the island indeed posseseed the most 
favourable conditions the coal miner might desire. One drawback was 
that the shafts were soft, and consequently not emily to be supported, but 
‘as the chairman bad stated) the great difficulty was to obtain labour. 

‘hile he was there he had severaljimportations of Chinese, and coolies 
from Bombay, and he also employed the Mal: ye nthe island. The latter, 
although not hard-working men, were much better coal cutters than the 
other. ‘The Chinese were paid large advances before they left home, 
and they worked with a bad feeling when they found this had to be repaid 
out of their wages. Some difficulty was also experienced in getting them 
to go down into the pits. The labourers from Bombay were beautifully 
formed, strong men, but they were like children to manage. The cost of 
the actual sinking was very slight. 1n reply to questions from various 
parts of the room, Mr. Sinclair further stated that the angle at which the 
coal was worked was about 1 in 33; that no explosive gases had been 
met with in the working; that two mines were being worked ; 
that the objection to using coal-cutting machines was that they 
must employ skilled Europeans, who were always difficult to manage 
over the line; and that during the last year of his residence in 
Labuan coals were being raised at the rate of 20,000 tons a year, two- 
thirds being good steam coi 

The CHaiRxaN mentioned, as an illustration of the rapid manner io 
which the Labuan coals had risen in public estimation, that two years ago 
the coale which had since sold at 43s, per ton, only sold at 20s. at 
Singapore. 

Mr. Paice (the manager) said :—I dare say there may be some persons 
Present who are not conversant with the origin of this amalgamated 
company—I mean as to the manner in which the CI nd Japan Steam 
Company came to be amzigamated with the L Coal Company. 
Gn the ratification of the Elgin treaty in 1861 the China and Japan Steam 
Packet Company was started, ‘When that treaty was concluded a great 
many Chinese ports, of which we before did not know anything, were 
thrown open to commerce. The ateam vessels of the company were 
therefore constructed for the exigenciesfof the expected trade of these 

rts, Any one, however, who is conversant with Chinese trade 

oows of what a flu ing character the trade there has been 
for some years. It is owing to this that many ports which 
three ago were in the enjoyment of large trade are now 
almost entirely deserted, and that other ports are now those which are 
most frequented, This, [ would observe, is the reason why one or two 
of our vessels have become unavailable. They were adapted, by their con- 
struction, to certain ports, whereas trade has been transferred to other ports 
up river, for the navigation of which they are not fitted. The directors of 
the Chica and Japan Steam Company on looking to their acccunts 
found, as every steamship owner in the East must do, that the most 
serious item was coal. It was then they met and conversed with 
the directors of the Labuan Coal Company, whom they found 
in a position the converse of their own. They had the coals, but they 
wanted the shipping facilities to transfer them from Labuan to a favour- 
able market. The result was the formation of this company, and a more 
legitimate enterprise was never brought out in the City of London. It 
has occurred to your directors that, in order to utilize the Labuan mines, 
it is desirable to concentrate the operations of the steamers so as to bring 
Labuan into the centre of the lines. Therefore it was stated the directors 
contemplated running a line of steamers between India and Chinn. I 
took a great deal of trouble while in the East in making inquiries with 
Tespect to these trades, and I have put before the directors some most 
Valuable information. "I have likewise brought them offers from an orga- 
nisation of individuals representing most powerful commercial interests 
there. I believe these can be brought to bear, and that they will be ul- 
timately amalgamated with this company. Your directors are quite alive 
to these advantages, and before many weeks—probably before two months 
pse—these negotiations will, I hope, be satisfactorily concluded. When 
‘We are in a position to run our steamers from Bombay on the one hand, 
and from Hong Kong on the other, Labuan will become the centre of 
‘our operations. If you reflect on the position with which I started, you 
Will see the advantage which we shall derive from this. At the present 
moment, Welch coals are selling at Singapore at 15 dollars a ton ; but 
suppose it less. ‘The average price for the last four years has varied 
from 47s. 6d. per ton to 52s. 6d. per ton; or take them at 50s. a ton, 
which is the mean between 47s, 6d. and 52s. 6d. Now, this 
company can coal its steamers in Singapore at less than 25s. 
per ton. If, then, you come to take the mean, you have at once 
a prof of 25s, per ton; and thus, in running your steamers you have an 
advantage to that extent over every other company or individual who has 
‘eamers running up the Chinese seas. That is an advantage which is 
better than any postal subsidy you could get. A subsidy, in fact, tram- 
mels you, and you are the servauts of the Government. Let any gentle- 
man refer to the price current and he will see that what I state is perfectly 
correct. Now, a vessel of adequate power would consume on the voyage 
between Bombay and Hong Kong 400 tons of coal, and on the return 400 
tons, in all 800 tons (or call it in the total 750 tons), so that there you 
have on the double voyage an absolute profi of upwards of £500, on a 
Yoyage of two-and-a-half months, which nobody can take from you. 
This is surely satisfactory. One of the oldest captains in the service of 
the P. and ©. company, in speaking to me on the matter, to use his own 
words, said, “ I can conceive no position for coal mines in the East more 
happily situated than the mines of Labusn. ‘I'he question is, have you the 
coals?” think, from what you have heard from Mr. Sinclair, you may 
safely conclude you have. The history of the coal fields of Labuan is 
very well ascertained, and indeed it is thought by some politicians, though 
I don’t agree with them, that there is a dereliction of duty on the 
part of the Government in letting us have the monopoly of 
the Labuan collieries, whereas they ought to work them thernselves for the 
use of the Admiralty on so important a station. You have, too, on the 






























































coast of Borneo exclusive mining rights over a distance of 150 miles on 
the sea coast. These are secured to you under treaty ratified by the 
Government of this country, and therefore not very likely to be taken 
from you. ‘These rights are worth a good round sum of money, and we 
have, 1 can tell you, been offered a large sum of money for them, but we 
have no intention of parting with them, although we do not yet put 

to work them, and our reason for it is just the same as that Which influ- 
ences a solicitor who, having an important cage in court, retains a leading 
counsel, kno’ tt though he cannot secure his attendance, he, at all 
events, prevents him appearing on the opposite side. It is just the same 
with your directors in*regard to using the mining rights in Borneo. They 
are not prepared to work them now, but they wish to take care no one 
else shall. We are on good terms with the Sultan of Borneo, and we 
desire to remain so, When I returned from the East the directors did 
me the honour to ask me to assume the management of the company, for 
which honour I have to thank them, I know, however, that in accepting 
the appointment I take upon myself a post of great responsibility, and one 
not unattended by considerable anxiet; 

Sir J. E:pninstone, the deputy chairman, dwelt at some length upon 
the hopes of prosperity in the future, and he incidentally mentioned that 
the island was seven miles long and five miles broad. The Victoria Har- 
bour, with which the new line was to communicate, he described as the 
most remarkable in the East, and so commodious that the Cornwallis (74 
guns), drawing 24 feet of water, was able to lie close in and communicate 
with the shore by the ordinary gangmay. In trying to get assistance from 
the Government tbey had unfortunately to deal with the three antagonistic 
departments—the Colonial-office, the Admiralty, and the Foreign-office, 
the result being that until recently no assistance whatever could be pro- 
cured. Experiments had lately been made in this country on the coal, 
which was found to contain a large quantity of both lubricating an 
burning oil, which would be very profitable when brought into proper 
working. 

Mr. N. Caoocn said he felt disappointed as a shareholder in having to 
wait twelve months for a statement of accounts, and looked upon the 
chairman's speech as being made up of s0 many that it came really 
to nothing. He wished to know what had been realized according to the 
prospectus, and what the ships were doing at the present time ? 

Mr. Micier, M.P., in answer to Mr. Crouch's questions, urged that 
e lack of success was not attributable to the board, and that the difficulties 
in the way ought to have secured to the directors the sympathies of the 
shareholders instead of blame. 

Other shareholders briefly addressed the meeting, the majority, while 
acknowledging past non-success, expressing a hope and belief that under 
Mr. Sinciair’s management prosperity would attend the working of the 
mines. 

A vote of thanks having been given to the chairman, the meeting was 
adjourned to the 30th of April, to receive the directors’ report and the 
balance-sheet. During the proceedings (0 specimens of wood, growing in 
Labuan, and samples of oil extracted from the coals, were laid upon the 
table for inspection. 



































THE ARMY ESTIMATES. 

These Estimates for the service of the year 1866-67 show a total in 
amount of £14,095,000, which is a net decrease of £253,447. Before ex- 
tracting the items that have special reference to Ceylon and the Far East, 
‘we will mention that the Secretary of State for War receives £5,000 per 
annum, and the Parliamentary, Permanent, and Assistant Under-Secre~ 
taries £1,300 each, and, in addition, there is a Military Assistant with 
£600 per annum. The Permanent Under-Secretary and Military Assistant 
get also the full pay, unattached pay, or half-pay of their respective mili- 
tary ranks. The Field Marshal Commanding-in-Chief has £4,452; the 
Military Secretary, £2,243; the Adjutant-General, £1,877; and the 
Quartermaster-General the same—all these sums include allowance for 
forage. 

The establishment of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment is set down at 51 

officers, 123 non-commissioned officers, and 1,200 rank and file, the pay, 
allowances, and charges for whom make an amount of £37,175, whic! 
£599 more than last year. The various items of this charge are as 
follows :—Pay, £32,899; additional for Brevet rank and length of ser- 
vice, £538; good conduct pay, £2,900; command pay, £54; non-effec-

Under the head of Consolidated Allowances, a sum of £30,000 appears 
‘a3 to be paid to the Officers at Ceylon, and the same to the Otlicers in 
China—being £750 more than last year for Ceylon, and £10,000 lexs for 
China, An incidental entry in the vote for the “ Clothing Establishments, 
&c.,” informs us that the Foreign-office contributes £95 for the clothing 
of the Legation Guard in China. 

The vote for Fortifications and Military Store Buildings records that, 
the estimate for erecting a Trial Hut at Kowloon is £7,435, the amount 
already voted for it being £6,600; the gross sum already expended up to 
the 81st December, 1863, was £2,446, and the vote required for the present 
year is £3,000. By a note we learn that the increase over the original 
estimate is due to the cost of extensive excavations being now included 
therein, which it had hitherto bean believed would have been made at the 
expense of the Colonial Government. 

One addition to the * Rewards for Distinguished Services” is a grant of 
£40 per annum to Captain John Sweeny, who “served throughout the 
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China Expedition of 1840-43 (Medal), including the capture of Chusan ; 
attack on Chuenpee; destruction of the Bocca Tigris Forts; storm and 
capture of the heights above Canton, of Amoy, Chusan, Chinhae, Ningpo, 
and repulse of the night attack; capture of the enemy's entrenched camp 
on the heights of Segoan, of Chapoo, Woosung, Shanghai, and Chin- 
kiangfoo, and the landing before Nanking.

THE NIENFEI REBELLION. 

‘Tus insurrection, which but a short time since seemed to be 
only an insignificant movement confined to one or two of the 
northern provinces of China, would appear to have suddenly 
assumed very dangerous proportions, and to be likely, in fact, 
to take the place of the Taiping rebellion as a permanent dis- 
turber of the peace of that unhappy country. A late 
telegram from Hong Kong, dated the 15th of February, 
states that Hankow was then threatened by & force of these 
insurgents, who bad already fired some villages in the vicinity 
of that city, and that the foreign residents wore preparing for an 
attack. This looks ominous. Hitherto the Nienfei have avoided 
coming into collision with us, and have not directly interfered 
with our trade ; consequently we have had no right to adopt any 
course with regard to them except one of strict neutrality. 
But should they now commence a series of raids upon our settle- 
ments it will be necessary to take more active measures, and 
perhaps to clear a radius round any consular ports they may 
approach too closely. We should have thought less of this 
news had Shanghai been the place threatened, that “ model 
settlement” being by this time pretty well used to take care of 
itself. It is easily protected by land forces, and is conveniently 
situated to receive succour from ships of war, when necessary ; 
besides which the volunteer force, which has already done such 
good service, although at present somewhat inert (probably from 
sheer want of any incentive to action), would doubtless spring 
up with renewed vigour should any emergency arise. But 
Hankow possesses none of these advantages. Having never yet 
been the scene of any such contests as those which have often 
threatened Shanghai with destruction, the foreign settlement 
is not likely to be well adapted for defence ; its situation is 
less favourable also for protection from afloat, and the volunteer 
force organised by Major Brig, although doubtless prepared to 
do good service in case of need, has not had that experience of 
actual warfare which has on more than one occasion fallen to the 
lot of the Shanghai corps. Under these circumstances it is 
greatly to be feared that a sudden attack on Hankow by an over- 
whelming force of these bandits would meet with but a feeble 
resistance, and we wait with much anxiety for further details 
regarding this untoward event. 














PARLIAMENTARY PAPERS RELATING TO THE MOR- 
TALITY OF TROOPS AT HONG KONG. 


Tue correspondence and returns on this subject moved for 
in the House of Commons by Colonel Norra, have been printed 
ina parliamentary blue-book. With the view of accounting for 
the entire absence of suitable accommodation for the troops on 
their arrival, it has been repeatedly stated by officers of the 
garrison at Hong Kong that they came unexpectedly. ‘The 
utter futility of this excuse as regards the 2nd battalion of the 
9th Regiment is proved by the very first letter of the series, in 
which Major-General Gt, writing from Hong Kong in No- 
vember, 1864, alludes to the reinforcements then on the way 
in the Tamar, and states that he expects her arrival about 
February, the very mouth in which she did arrive, Having 
landed these troops, the steamer Tamar was despatched to the 
Cape for the 2nd battalion of the 11th Regiment, and Major- 
General Guy must have known that in the ordinary course of 








events she would return about the end of May or early in June. 
And yet at the time of her arrival, not only Major-General 
Gor, but the principal medical officer and two staff surgeons 
were taking their ease in Japan! No preparation whatever had 
been made for the troops, and they were landed at Kowloong 
during the worst period of a sickly season, in the worst part 
of an unhealthy'settlement, and provided with the worst pos- 
sible accommodation. No great amount of penetration is 
needed to discern the causes of the ‘frightful mortality which 
followed. During the absence from his post of Dr. Dick, the 
principal medical officer, his work was done and his responsi- 
bilities borne by Mr. Georaz Saunpers, surgeon of the 9th. 
Regiment ; and this gentleman in his letters briefly attributes: 
the excessive sickness to four causes :—First, to the occupation. 
of the unhealthy peninsula of Kowloong; secondly, to insuf- 
ficient barrack and hospital accommodation ; thirdly, to the 
harassing night duty exacted from the men; and, fourthly, to 
intemperance and want of indoor employment. 

All medical authorities who have had experience in Hong 
Kong and Kowloong agree that tho soil, composed as it is 
chiefly of disintegrated granite, emits most unwholesome exha- 
Jations when freshly turned over or disturbed ; and that not only. 
foreigners but natives constautly suffer from fevers and cholera 
when exposed to them. The huts at Kowloong were, it seems, 
in close proximity to a new road which was being excavated, 
and their inmates of course felt the full effects of these deadly. 
miasmata, As regards the barrack and{hospital accommodation, 
Mr. Saunpers in one case pointed out to the Com- 
MANDANT that 375 men were crowded together in a 
building which gave each man 275 cubic feet less space 
than the minimum required by the regulations, that 
cholera was already prevalent, and unless this were at once 
remedied an enormous mortality must ensue; the result 
of this representation being that seventy more men were put 
into the building! Mr. Sacypers’ application being meanwhile 
“referred to Dr. Dick, in Japan.” Over and over again Mr. 
Savnpers insisted that the men should be allowed six nights 
a week in bed, instead of only three or four—but the destroy- 
ing system was remorselessly enforced, while the question was 
“eft for the consideration of the Adjutant-General.” Drink 
had doubtless its share in the work of death; but can we 
wonder if the men, harassed by excessive night-duty, idle and 
uncared for during the day, and enfeebled by disease, took to 
drinking as a means of alleviating their misery? Really, it 
seems doubtful whether the whole foree—men, women, and 
children—would not have been annihilated altogether without 
the care and exertions of Mr. Sacnpers. Uninviting as this 
sickening tale of horror is, the credit of the service demands a 
thorough investigation into all its repulsive details ; and we 
observe with satisfaction that Colonel Nort has announced _ 
his intention of moving for a committee of inquiry into the 
subject. Perhaps this may elicit a reply which is at present 
wanting, to the question so pointedly asked by the Director 
Genera of the Mepican Derartuent—I¥/y were the prin- 
cipal medical officer and two staft surgeons all in Japan at 
one time, when their presence was so urgently needed in Hong 
Kong?

Such a mortality as lately befell the 11th Regiment at Hong Kong 
could not be passed over without public inquiry. It may be that in the 
services of othercountries, and, indeed, in our own service in days past, little 
would be thought of such a waste of life. The soldier, some people may 
still think, takes his chance of death, whether it is to come on the battle- 
field, in the sinking transport, or in the pestilential barrack. But the 
nation knows its duties, and, indeed, its interests, better than to allow 
even a few score men to perish by any cause that may be prevented. At 
atime when recruits cannot be found in sufficient numbers to keep up the 
army at its full strength, and when every tale of neglect or ill-treatment 
has its effect in discouraging the military spirit, it is, above all things, 
necessary the soldier in every part of the world should know that he will’ 
have only the unavoidable dangers of the service against him. So long as 
such incidents as produced the mortality in the 11th Regiment occur this 
confidence can hardly be felt by any recruit. It is clear that a body of 
men were landed in the island of Hong Kong at the worst season of the 
year; that no sufficient preparations were made for them; that they were 
soon prostrated by discase, and that a large number of them perished, 
while the remainder were almost wholly incapacitated for service. 

‘A Parliamentary Return on the subject is now published. The facts, as 
they have been already related, are as follows:—At the beginning of last 
year the European force at Hong Kong numbered 1,204 souls. 
Tison was principally made up of a battalion of the 9th Regt. 
was also a detachment of the I[th and some artillery and engiveers. As 
early as January of last year we find Major-General Guy addressing the 
War-office on the sickness prevailing among a part of the troops. His de- 
spatch relates to the unhealthiness of the peninsula of Kowloon, and it 
appears that the 99th Regt. had suffered in health from being removed to 
that place, A long medical report accompanies tbis despatch, and shows 
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that the authorities were well aware that troops brought to Southera China, 
and placed under the conditions which affect the soldier in that climate, 
are in much danger. Deputy Inspector-General Dick, indeed, writes to 
the medical department on the 27th of January (page 17) that the 99th has 
continued toauffer from having been placed at Kowloon ; “that its efficiency 
is not only greatly impaired, but that its general health is so deteriorated by 
is and exposure to the malarious influences of the station as to render it, 
in my opinion, perfectly unfit for general service; and, though the morality 
has not been very considerable, I have no doubt it will be found necessary 
to invalid a large portion gf the regiment within the next two or three 
years.” Such was the effect of an ill-chosen station on a body of British 
sent so many thousand miles. Within a few months they were 
stricken down and rendered useless. Dr. Dick goes on to say:—“ Ex- 
perience has shown that the health of European troops cannot be main- 
tained in this colony unless they are well housed in stone or brick build- 
ings, and not even then without the aid of every practicable sanitary 
Precaution. I very much fear, therefore, that if a second European 
Tegiment is sent to Hong Kong before proper provision is made 
for its reception the measure will defeat its object, and that should 





& force be required for any emergency, after a residence of one 
hot season in the colony, one of the regimentss will be totally in- 
efficient.” General Guy subsequently sends a medical report by Dr. 
Dick, dated the 29th of March, and accompanies it by a remark that 
«many of the duties which soldiers are called upon to perform in this 
climate should be done by native troops, with a view to preserve, as far 
‘as possible, the health and efficiency of British soldiers, and at the same 
time diminsh the great expense attendant on replacing the casualties in @ 
regiment of the line in such a country as China.’ 

‘We have given these extracts to show how well aware were the medical 

‘Officers at Hong Kong of the unhealthiness of the service on theit station, 
Soon after these despatches the 2nd Battalion of the Ith Regiment was 
sent from the Cape of Good Hope. It arrived at Hong Kong on the 
28th of May, which, as General Guy declares in his despatch describing 
the sickness which followed, is “the worst season for Europeans to en- 
counter the climate of Southern Chin: The arrival of these troops 
Drought up the total numbers of the garrison to 2,079, including officers 
and men of all ranks, together with women and children, We do not 
take these numbers from the recently published papers, but from returns 
that have been some time before the public. The battalion, it appears, 
arrived before preparations were made to receive it. General Guy gives 
asone of the causes of the sickness. “The arrival of the battalion a 
month earlier than was expected, and the unavoidable necessity of placing 
® portion of the corps at Kowloon, until the buildings which were in 
course of preparation were ready for the reception of the troops.” Even 
when the buildings were ready, they were admitted by the General to 
Bave been unfitted for the purpose. Here we have, in the first place, this 
new body of men sent to Kowloon, which months before had been con- 
demned as being most unhealthy, and as having destroyed the efficiency 
of the 99th Regiment; and, furthermore, when the 11th were to be de- 
livered from Kowloon, they would only be lodged in buildinge “in all 
respects inferior to regular barracks.” General Guy concludes by requesting 
Lord de Grey's attention to the “‘ often expressed opinion of the medical 
officers who have served in China that the presence of a native battalion for 
the performance of garrison duty during the invariably unhealthy summer 
season at Hong Kong is absolutely essential for the preservation of the lives 
and health of the European troops.” The papers published show that at 
various times during the hot season of last year remonstrances were made 
by the senior medical officer against the overcrowding of the barracks and 
hospital, and the overwork which prevented the men of this unhappy 11th 
Regiment having more than from one to three nights in bed, and the 9th 
Regiment only three and one-third. On the 28th July Mr. Saunders, the 
senior medical officer, points out to the commandant that in one place ‘875 
men occupy barracks which only give each man about 725 cubic feet, being 
275 cubic feet less than the regulations allow for this climate as the mint- 
‘mum space.’ He also states that two men had died the day before of 
cholera, and expresses his conviction that ‘by overcrowding the men at 
this, the most unhealthy, period of the year nothing short of considerable 
mortality can be expected.” 

All this correspondence is well worthy of attention, and no one who reads 
it can wonder that the most fatal sickness fell upon the troops. Of officers 
it is stated that four died and five were invalided ; of men 95 died and 202 
were invalided; of women, nine died and 38 were invalided. Not less 
than 88 children died, while 45 are registered as invalided. Out of 2,000 
souls 196 died and 290 were invalided in eight months. The fault must be 
divided between those who sent the troops to Hong Kong and those who 
neglected to make proper provision for them. —_It was, perhaps, a peculiarly 
unhealthy season in one of the most unhealthy places in the world, and the 
civil residents are said to have had much sickness among them; but no 
‘one who reads the despatches can doubt that these troops did not receive 
the care which should attend the soldier ina tropical climate. It is need- 
less to dwell on the folly as well as inhumanity of thus dealing with our 
hardly-raised recruits. ‘The efforts of military reformers at home cannot 
be better directed than to punish such a waste of valuable lives as is here 
exposed. 


TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA. 

‘We are glad that a select committee of the Commons is 
about to be appointed to inquire into the working of the tele- 
graphic communication with India, By a reference to our 
Parliamentary intelligence it will be seen that Mr. Crawford has 
moved for this. The necessity for possessing prompt means 
of intercourse with our Eastern marts renders the question as 
to the means of improving the effigiency of the telegraphic 
service of the first importance. It is felt, and strongly felt in 
the City, that an end must be put to the delays in transmission 
which our merchants hitherto have had to bear, in addition to 
having their telegrams frequently rendered wholly unintelligible, 
‘The inquiry will fall short of any useful purpose if it confines 
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itself to mere management, or the possibility of improving the 
existing route. It is all very well for Sir Charles Bright to 
charge delays of weeks on the wretched system and inferiority 
of the lines through Turkey; this must be allowed its weight, 
but it is not the whole of the evil. It may be fairly doubted 
whether full advantage has been taken of the later scientific 
improvements. The difficulty will lie in selecting members 
acquainted with telegraphic science, and st the same time 
not coming under the category of those on whom the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer rronounced an anathema, members who 
use their position in promoting interests or schemes with 
which they are connected, but which are really commercial 
undertakings, and ought to stand or rise on their own merits.

PROJECTED MANILA RAILWAY. 

Tr has been we believe asserted that the scheme of 
railway from Manila to the Lake of Laguna, an estimated 
distance of five and a half miles, if carried directly through 
the gorges of the intervening hills, had so far received official 
sanction, after a report made to the Captain-General, that the 
Goverament had offered a guarantee to the line of seven per 
cent. from the date of its operation. So faras we can judge, 
this is but an assumption, for neither the Spanish Embassy at 
London nor the Consulate has any knowledge of such a 
guarautee. That the sanction of the Home Government has 
been accorded does not appear from any notice issued up to this 
time in the Imperial Gazette of Madrid, though we might readily 
assume that, in accordance with the tardiaess of Spanish 
officialism, the notice of the endorsement of the scheme had 
been delayed, did any other circumstance confirm it. This is 
only too apparent from the character of the “ flying survey ” 
on which the GoverNor-Geverat is reported to have formed his 
judgment, a report which gives evidence of the embryo cha- 
racter of the scheme in the remark that “ some circumspection ” 
will be requisite with regard to “ the choice of gradients, curves 
“and cuttings.” Not to speak of the necessity that exists at 
Manila for the re-erection of the public buildings, it is certain 
that the Home Government has no surplus funds for colonial 
improvement; all that the Captains-General of Manila and 
Cuba can spare is in urgent request at Madrid, As the China 
public are to have the privilege, according to the same statement, 
to subscribe for shares, it is as well wo should caution them to 
scrutinise very closely any project brought forward. It is new 
to us that the leisurely community of Manila, already provided 
with good river communication with Laguna, should be so in- 
tonsely interested, as the statement would lead one to suppose, 
in providing means for the construction of the railway ; for it 
is represented as started for mercantile interests purely. As to 
those interests, it is evident that a far more advantageous line 
—one that would give an immense impulse to the prosperity 
of Manila—might be constructed to Panpanga, affording ready 
means of delivering the great staple, sugar, now brought to the 
port by tedious routes. 

If Manila merchants are ready to give financial aid to the 
former, how is it they are silent as to the latter? We are 
satisfied that the English houses at Manila would not be willing 
to have their capital locked up in a railway enterprise. The 
increased activity latterly given to trade nucessitates more than 
ever aready command of money, and with the opportunities 
presented of turning it over and over again, it is impossible to 
discover how even an assured dividend of seven per cent. per 
annum would present any tangible attractions, This is equally 
true of native and forcign firms resident at Manila; and our 
view is further borne out by the high rate of interest at which 
money rules. We are afraid we must treat the whole as a 
canard, though we are not unaware of previous surveys that 
have been made, and of railway concessions in the hands of 
English engineers. The term of twenty years which they are 
said to spend in Spain in discussing a needed project before 
entering on its execution may be fairly reduced in favour of 
the Manila community by ten years. Were the informa- 
tion true we see no chance, in the present condition of the 
Spanish Treasury, for giving confidence to capital. Then, what 
is the value of a seven per cent. Spanish guarantee? The 
potency of a seven per cent. share dividend would, we allow, be 
all prevailing with European capitalists offered by a Govern- 
ment able and willing to fulfil its obligations, provided the per- 
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centage of payment extended, in this case, not only to estimated 
but actual disbursements in construction, and that it further 
covered the cost of working and maintenance, in the event of 
the outlay on those accounts exceeding current receipts. It is 
evident that the payment of seven per cent., either on paid up 
capital or actual cost, does not necessarily involve a return to 
shareholders that canfproperly be called a dividend, the guarantee 
being liable to be sunk in accruing obligations, where the traffic 
is not such as to promise any very large return. ‘I/his would in- 
evitably be the case for years to come with a Manila and La- 
gana Railway. We can easily conceive various potent reasons 
for the Manila Government desiring the construction of the 
railway. Ready and easy access to the interior, if uot a first 
necessity, would yet be of obvious and permanent advantage, 
political and financial. But looking at the project as a purely 
mercantile speculation, we must pronounce against it if the 
guarantee be not so extended as to cover all liability. Nodoubt 
the community of Manila would find their advantage in being 
supplied promptly with edibles from the great natural store- 
house lying behind the intervening hills, and our friends return- 
ing home from China would gladly avail themselves of the aid 
of. steam to visit the lake and bay; but neither the rice nor 
other grain available for transport—cereals ill calculated to pay 
heavy freightage—would make the Manila und Lagnna a paying 
line. The local Government no doubt must take the initiative, 
but railway construction in Manila can only be undertaken 
under more favourable auspices than are obtainable at preseut.

COCHIN-CHINA AND THE FRENCH LEGISLATURE. 


In the debate on the Address in the Corps Legislatif, Cochin-China 
came in for a certain amount of attention. The following Amend- 
ment was proposed by M. Taillefer and seven other deputies :—* Sir: 
You speak to us of Algeria and the hopes which you found upon her; 
allow us, in our turn, tospeak ofa colony whose prospects are revealing 
themselves daily, namely, Cochin-China. We think, Sire, that it would 
be useful to explore Camboge as far as China, in order to establish 
commercial relations with the centre of the latter country. We desire 
to see agriculture couraged in Cochin-China. In order to hasten 
assimilation and to introduce the mother tongue into that country, we 
desire tosee the Government encou: education and the substitution of 
Roman characters for those of China. 

M. Taillefer, who stated that he'spoke feo n obtained by one 
of his family who had visited all parts of Cochin-China, said that under 
the Annamite Government property was ill protected, while under the 
French regime the rights of property became absolute; that the taxes, which 
under the former, were often charged over and over , were under the 
Jatter tixed and moderate.

SILK AND SILKWORMS IN FRANCE. 

The silkworm breeders and the dealers in silkworms' eggs were terri- 
fied a week or so since by the premature appearance of a number of 
the little living black threads which the unusual warmth of the weather 
had caused to break through their fragile prisons. This circumstance 
assumed special gravity, from the fact of the arrival at Marseilles of » 
large quantity of seed from Japan just at that inauspicious moment. The 
Government immedia despatched competent persons to give their aid 
in case it was required, and M. Leon de losny, the professor of Japanese, 
is gone to trauscribe and translate the marks on the cards, in order to aid 
the authorities in guarding, as far as possible, against deception either here 
or elsewhere. Fortunately the temperature has failen again, and the wind 
and rain are at present not favourabie to further hatching. 

A decree was issued on the 3rd of the present month authorising the 
sale of silkworms’ eggs by public auction in the town of Marseilles. 

The raw silk market remains in the same quiescent state that it did @ 
month ago; the quantities taken by the manufacturers at Lyons during 
the past three weeks were respectively—39.525, 39.415 and 35,120 
kilogrammes, the first of these weeks showing a diminution as regards 
that which preceded it of 6,695 kilogs. 

A considerable number of looms are standing still, and speculation is 
almost entirely absent, but the holders instead of exhibiting any inclina- 
tion towards a reduction are firmer than ever in their demand, and the 
tendency is towards a rise. 

The reasou of this is evident; the demand for silks for exportation is 
great, and the stocks are being diminished so rapidly that the manufactu- 
ers will be compelled before long to be filling their warehouses again. 
‘Ahey cannot wait for the next crop of silk, which it is expected will be 
much larger this year than it has been for some time, in consequence not 
only of the large’ imports of raw silk from the East generally, but also 
from the immense quantity of eggs sent home from Japan to supply the 
breeders here, A journal in the silk interest sums up the state of affairs

About midday an estafette car- 
rying a lance, of which she pole was covered with tiger skin, passed at full 

lop ; four others followed at intervals of about three quarters of an hour. 

0 the last of these had passed the police cleared the sides of the streets, 
and forced the people either to enter the houses or the lateral alleys, of 
which the entrances were concealed by curtains or mats; the few who tried 
to evade the order were soon brought to their senses by the lash of a heavy 
whip, which completed the clearance “as if by enchantment,” says the 
writer—the whip enchantment is a new kind of necromancy! 

A fifth messenger appeared. The guards ranged themselves along the 
sides of the central portion of the road, and a dead silence prevailed 
everywhere, the guards watching the windows of the houses to see that no 
‘one was acting the part of Peeping Tom of Coventry. Presently 
peared the first horsemen of the Imperial escort, marching in slow tim: 
the police now seemed petrified into statues; the new arrivals were the 
officers of the palace, dressed in red silk robes embroidered with rosettes 
in gold; next followed other horsemen leading the eight horses of the 
Emperor, small Tartar steeds covered with rich yellow hou-ings ; 
hundred archers of the Imperial Guard, their bows hanging at their saddle- 
bows and their quivers full of arrows. _ A little behind these rode 
man richly dressed, one of the Imperial Princes who commanded the pro- 
cession, and who advanced with great dignity in the midst of a numerous 
staff of military and civil Mandarins in picturesque and varied costumes. 

n came the Emperor himself, in a palanquin (sedan-chair, the writer 
calls it), covered with cloth of gold, and carried by sixteen men 
dressed in red silk richly embroidered, and wearing caps with white buttons. 
In spite of the rain, which fell without cessation, the sides of the palanquin 
were not closed, and this and another fortunate circumstance enabled the 
writer and his companions to have a good view of the Emperor. The 
‘Western Church, the Tong-tang, has its principal facade on the street in 
question—neither the name of which nor that of the city itself being, in 
accordance with the curious want of attention to such points so character- 
istic of French writers, never once mentioned throughout the narration— 
and over the door is a cioss (the church being, we presume, Catholic, 
though not so stated), and as this ornament is rare in China the young 
Raper rose from the cushions on which he had reclined and leaned out 
of the palanquin to look at the curious decorati at the same moment 
there was a slight halt in the march of the corteg- and Peeping Tom had 
a capital look at the forbidden fruit. He says that the young Emperor 
has the figure and appearance of his actual age, namely, ten years—the 
same as that of the Prince Imperial of France; that his face is regular 
and handsome, his complexion very white, his eyes black and extremely 
bright, and his expression “not at all Chinese, very gentle, and, on the 
whole, rather agreeal His Majesty was very simply dressed ': wore a 
yellow silk robe with an overcoat of blue cloth and a black selvet cap sur- 
mounted by a red silk rosette or button. Prince Kong followed the Em- 
Peror in a covered carriage, and after the Prince came a hundred horse- 
men, including many Maodarins of rank, and lastly several vehicles 
supposed to contain some of the most precious articles belonging to the 
Emperor, During the passage of the Iroperial palanquin the guards all 
turned away their faces, as it is not etiquette in Shine to regard the coun- 
tenance of majesty. 

A report was spread that the two Empresses would also pass along the 
route, and about five o'clock in the afternoon the shops were suddenly 
closed, the street cleared again, five estafettes passed at long intervals 
asin the case of the Emperor's approach, and the first horsemen of the 
escort of the Empresses presently appeared. The escort was similar to 
that of his Majesty ; after the archers of the body guard, the officials and 
servants of the Palace and a considerable gathering of Mandarins, came 
the two yellow ps i 3 sixteen bearers in red and gold. 
In the firet was the Empress Tzenj the legitimate wife of the late Em- 
peror; in the second his other wife, Tze-shi, mother of the reigning 
monarch. Unfortunately, the light began to fade, and Peeping Tom could 
only catch 2 glimpse of the Imperial ladies. He says—"The two Prin- 
cesses appear to be each about thirty years of age; the first was very 
simply attired, the head uncovered, and the hair dressed a la mode Chi- 
noise, while the coifure of the second was a la Tartare—not in the sense 
of cooked eels or other well known plats, but with the hair arranged in 
large coques, or bows, decorated with jewels, and presenting a very recherche 
appearance. The two Imperial palanquins were followed by a number of 
vehicles containing the princesses, and ladies of the Court, but—alas! 
alas !—the blinds were closed, and the coming shadow of the black mantle 
of night with the rain completed the eclipse.”

The first sitting of the Second Chamber of the States- 
General, which met on the 27th Feb,, was important. ‘The 








Minister of Finance, Mr. Van Bosse—who took the place of 
Mr. Thorbecko—immediately communicated the programme of 
the Cabinet, the quintessence of which was, that the Ministry 
would be a Thorbecke Cabinet, without Thorbecke ; that the 
Policy of that statesman would be continued both in the mother 


country as in the colonies. Mr. Pické, Minister of Justice, 
was severely attacked by Count van Zuylen, oue of the most 
eminent members of the anti-revolutionist or orthodox party, 
because he had already announced by circular, that his first act 
would be to separate the Church and the State, as was 
prescribed by the Constitution. 

The colonial question will be early brought forward, and, as 
Mr. v. d. Putte said, the Culture Bill will come into discussion 
immediately after the Easter recess, and it is still generally 
thought, as before, that it will pass, with some amendments, 

Mr. Thorbecke was on the Ist of this month elected for Groningen and 
Zutphen. It is very desirable that he should accept one of these seats, but 
bis decision is not yet known. 

The Budget of the Financial Department, which could not be discussed 
‘on account of Mr. Betz’ resignation, will be brought forward by Mr. van 
Bosse within afew days. The previous report of the sections show that 
the late crisis will be again debated, notwithstanding it is impossible to say 
anything new thereon. Perhaps something may be said as to the future 
Minister of the Marine Department. It is generally believed that Captain- 
Lieutenant Jansen will accept that post. The rumour that Mr. Blusse 
would fill it is a canard. 

‘The Rotterdam Bank has issued a prospectus for augmenting the capital 
by 10,000,000f., divided in 40,000 shares of 250f. each. The shares are 
now quoted 4 per cent. above par. The dividend over the last year is 
supposed to be £.9.70. 

‘The reorganisation of the laws of our companies (limited) is under dis- 
cussion, and it is thought that the Minister of Justice will introduce a Bill 
based upon the English Companies’ Act of 1862. 

The Opposition papers are still mooting the question whether our King 
has given a promise to the King of the Belgians to hand over one of our 
colonies, The most absurd stories are spread about the matter ; of course 
not one word of them is, or can be, true. 

‘The last mail brought us the news that Messrs. Reynst and Vinju had 
distributed a circular about the regular and periodic steam communication 
between Java and Australia, They have made several improvements to the 
first plan, and now propose to open a monthly service between Bat 
Melbourne, and Sydney, vice versa; a monthly service between Batavia, 
Sourabaya, Timor Taepang, Timor Deihi, via Cape York, to Brisbane, 
vice versa ; a monthly service from Timor Taepang for Adam Bay, vice 
versa; a monthly service from Timor Taepang for Macassar, in communi- 
cation with the steam lines of W. Cores de Vries (whose steamers are now 
bought by the Rotterdam house, Besier and Jonkheim). The capital now 
wanted amounts to £500,000, divided in 5,000 shares. This circular con- 
firms what I stated in my last letter, viz., that our Government has not yet 
granted the subsidy which these gentlemen have asked. It is now the 

juestion whether the Australian and Java traders will support sufficiently 
his undertaking ; so much is certain, that the press does what is possible 
to demonstrate its necessity and its advantages for both countries, 
COMMERCIAL, 

Corres.—The Trading Company announced its second monihly sale, 
which will be held on the 27th inst., and on which occasion will be offered 
84,824 bags. The market remains unalterably firm; the actual stock of 
the Trading Company being reduced to 447,238 bags, against 667,961 bags 
in 1865, The private transactions consisted in 667 bags Java ex Verden, 
2,738 bags ex do., 6,300 bags Padang ex Franklia, at 45 to 48 cents. ; 
3,500 bags Java ex Zephir, at 454 to 46 cent.; and 4,300 bags Padang 
ex Brouwershaven, at 45 to 47§ cents. The general stock consisted only 
of 508.000 bags, against 716,400 in 1865. 

Sccan.—The market is very firm in consequence of the inquiry for 
Russia. The transactions were of much importance, and comprised 8,000 
kranjangs Java, which were paid with 4f. to 4f under November prices. 
Holders decline now to operate at this quotation. The unsold stock 
was, on the Ist inst., of the Trading Company, 131,974 mats and 3,539 
bags, of which will be offered on the 2Ist in auction 70,300 mats and 
3,559 bags. The private stock in the first hand amounted to 15,530 
kranjangs. 

‘Tea.—The market is very animated. The cargo per Hydra, direct 
from Foochow, ed here last week, and will be sold on the 23rd inst., 
in public sale. This cargo consists of 3,996/4, 2,485/12, and 254/16 
chests Congou, and 227/4 chests Souchong. The valuation of the brokers 
is not yet known, 

Tosacco.—Java leav The market is dull, and there are no trans- 
actions to report. The stock amounts to 4,537 bales Java, and 2,443 
bales Manila, 

Tin. —The market is very dull. In the last month the price declined 
from 56f. to 53f. Banca at the sale and new conditions is offered at 51{f., 
which is about the same as 53F. old conditions. It now becomes a matter 
of the utmost importance to form a just view of the future of tin, so as to 
decide what ought to be given for the Baaca at the coming sale ; and it 
must be remembered that it is not only the quantity put up by the Trading 
Company which will b ible, but also the balance of 76,0U0 slabs lett 
‘over from last year’ The Trading Company has made important 
alterations in their conditions of sale.

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RUSSIA AND THE AMOOR. 

According to reliable information, it is expected that the King of Prussia 
‘will pay a visit to the Czar on the 28:h of April, when the Emperor and 
Empress of Russia will celebrate the 25th anniversary of their marriage. 

‘An Imperial decree has been promulgated, ordering the issue of a 
Acttery loan, to be taken up in the interior, of the amount of 100,000,000 
roubles, bearing interest at 5 per cent.; and an Imperial ukase, permitting 
Jews who have received a diploma at a Russian ora Polish university to 
enter the public service in Poland, with the enjoyment of the rights and 
privileges connected with the office of public functionaries. 

‘The Russians are devoting their serious attention to Eastern affairs. The 
Anvalid has had an article, and promises to return to the subject, with a 
view of showing how it happened that the Russians advanced from the 
Volga to the Syr-Di If statesthat the Russians found their merchants 
had little hope of deriving any benefit from the trade with Taschkend so 
jong as the latter was exposed to the attacks of two such powerful 
enemies as Khokand and Bokhara; and when it came to their know- 
ledge that the Emir of Bokhara, taking advantage of the dissensions 
which prevailed in Tashkend, and of the weakness of the Khan 
of Khokand, was preparing to seize the rich booty he had so long 
coveted, the Russian army moved forward and took possession of the 
city. To have incorporated Taschkend with the empire would simply 
have been to expos te frontier to the constant incursions of the Kho- 
kanese and Bokharians, and the continual border conflicts would probabl; 
‘have necessitated an extension of the frontier ; but as, on the other hand, 
to remain passive would have been to allow the Emir to take posession 
of Taschkend, it was resolved that the Russian frontier should remain un- 
changed, and that Taschkend should be an independent power placed 
between the empii id the turbulent hordes whom it was thought 
advisable to keep at a distance. This plan was.the more easy of execu- 
tion as the inhabitants of Taschkend are a peaceful race, not addicted to 
pillage like their unruly neighbours, but inclined to commercial and agri- 
cultural pursuits. The present occupation is considered necessary in order 
to prevent the incursions of hostile neighbours, to secure the supplies ne- 
essary for the sustenance of the inhabitants of the town and of the Rus- 
sian garrison, and enable the former quietly to deliberate upon the form 
of government they think proper to adopt; and it will be continued till 
the Bokharians and Khokanese acknowledge the inviolability of the Tasch- 
kend territory, and until the Russians have secured the navigation of the 
‘Syr-Daria. ‘This interval will give the people of Taschkend time to be- 
come accustomed to the management of their own » to settle the 
question of the frontier, and to establish the comme! relations with 
the protecting Power on a solid basis, 

The Voice has called attention to the Revue des Deux Mondes uj 
proaress of Russia in Eastern Asia. The French writer exposes t! 

itious views of the Czar’s Government, and points to the danger of anew 
Sebastopol being established at Hakodadi. But while expressing the ap- 
prehension that the Russians may become undisputed masters of the sea of 
Japan, he finds some consolation in the fact that the vast province on the 
Amour, ceded to Russia by the Chinese, will prove a worthless acquisition. 
‘A St. Petersburg correspondent writes— There are certainly good grounds 
for the opinion which the writer expresses as to the Amour territory. The 
country possesses no elements of prosperity; it has neither the advantage 
of a genial climate nor a fertile soil. The town of Nicolaevsk, with a 
Population of 5,500 inhabitants, of whom nearly half are soldiers, is cut 
off from all communication with the rest of the world for four months in 
the year, as the last summer post usually leaves on the J5th September, 
and the winter roads are not established till the beginning of December ; 
and there is the same interruption in the spring, as the port is rarely free 
from ice before the beginning of June. In the bay in which the town is 
situated there are only six or seven feet of water, and the roadstead is ex- 
tremely inconvenient from the prevalence of fogs and north and 
northeasterly winds as long as the navigation remains open. The 
aveiage number of vessels entering the port during the summer, in- 
cluding those chartered by the Government, is not more than eight or 
nine, and so difficult is the navigation at the mouth of the river that six 
8 were wrecked between 1854 and 1861. The vicinity to China and 
Japan seems to give the settlement a great superiority in a commercial 
Point of view; but this advantage is completely neutralised by the want 
of communication with the interior of the country. Indeed, up to the 
present time the supplies have been sent from other parts of Russia, and 
Brain is carried nearly all round the world to feed the garrison and the 
inhabitants of the town. Some accounts speak favourably of the land to 
the south of the town ; but it is only inliabited by Chinese fugitives, who 
are driven out of their country by the severity and the exactions of the 
Government officials. In 1863 two thousand of these men crossed the 
Chinese frontier, and are now wandering about these wild solitudes, pre- 
ferring this vagabond life to settling down to agriculture. They are not 
likely to become useful members of society, and it is difficult to see where 
settlers are to come from, as Russia has no! a redundant population either 
in Europe or in Asia. In the eveut of a maritime war, the possession of 
the Amour would offer certain advantages to Russia, but they are pur- 
chased at a heavy rate; for the settlement is a very costly one: and as to 
any commercial advantages, they will probably, for many years to come, 
be entirely monopolised by the Americans.

had been no default on his part. For the defendant it was 
averred that only 65 bales were shipped, and that all that were 
put on board were detivered. But, to relieve the master, it 
must be shown that the loss, or misrepresentatiou, was wholly 
caused by the act of the shipper.” The jury, who were practical 
men, touk the latter view.

In the value of our 
exports of woollen nauufactures during the past year, compared 
with 1864, there has been an inerease of 8 per ceut.; in linen 
manufactures, 12 per cent.; in haberdashery, 5 per cent.; in 
hardwares, 5 per cent.; in earthenware, 1} per cent.; and in 
iron 1 per cont.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

‘Tea.—We are still without any activity to report in our market, there 
being no general improvement in the home demand, whilst that for export 
still continues only moderate. Importers gencrally, however, continue to 
give support to the market by not pressing sales ; the accounts from China 
being such as to lead to the belief that the total supply for the seaton will 
be much within our requirement. Thus prices show but little alteration, 
although the tendency has been rather in favour of buyers. The dusty 
and broken-leaf kinds of Congou have remained firm at previous prices, 
but few being on offer. Fair to good common have been in steady 
demand for export at fully former prices, Fair flavoury kinds of cld import 
have been sold at public sale without alteration in prices. Those of new 
season are neglected, but holders are generally firm. Good qualities 
remain much as betore. In fine to finest scarcely any business has been 
done. Common to fair black-leaf kinds, both of old and new import, 
continue dull of sale, at from Is. to 13, 3d. per Ib. A few parcels of clean 
quality have been taken for export, owing to the scarcity of good common 
flavoury kinds. Good to fine kinds show no material change; but they 
are firmly maintained. In finest transactions hase been few, and prices 
are rather uncertain. The sales of new-make Canton kind have been very 
small. Now that the medium Kaisow kinds are ruli:g at moderate 
prices; the demand for new-make has lessened, and prices are 
somewhat nominal. In Oolongs there has been but little done, the de- 
mand for export having subsided. _In Souchongs there is no variation of 
importance. Flowery Pekoes remain without improvement. In Scented 
Teas a fair amount of business has been done at or about the decline last 
quoted. Common kinds of Caper have sold relatively high. There has 
been a fiir demand tor uncoloured Japans at fully previous prices. In 
Green Teas there has not been a large business, although the demand for 
export has been to a fair extent, and prices generally show but little al- 
teration; commoner kinds are, however, rather difficult of sale. Canton 
Gunpowders have sold in public sale at a further decline of 4d. per Ib. ; 
the prices now again ruling from 104d. to 11d. per Ib. for fair quality. 
The stock in the United Kingdom on the 28th ult. was estimated at 
94,500, 00 Ibs., against 112,600,000 Ibs, last year; and the quantity afloat 
at 35,823,570 Ibs., against 25,529,630 Ibs. 

SiLx.—Messrs, Durant and Co.'s Circular states that the stocks in 
the hands cf consumers must be very light, but all seem to be acting 
upon a fixed determination so to keep them till some definite impression 
can be formed as to the coming crop. A little activity of demand for 
Manufactured goods would, no doubt, modify this materially, but for the 
time all remains quiet, and the deliveries which were favourable in January 
have fallen back to the most moderate scale. Messrs. Jacomb and Hogg 
state: The silk market, inactive for so long past, seems now to have 
fallen into a state of complete stagnation, As we approach nearer the 
new crop buyers become more and more nervous, and although we can 
make but little alteration in our quotations, sales could only be ef- 
fected at a considerable reduction from the present nominal market rates, 
Some importers are still content to remain passive, in the hopes that 
the result of the European crop, when known, may be such as to 
tum the current of the market; and, in the meantime it would 
certainly be premature to force sales at any great decline in prices

les ; Japan, 275 bales. Messrs, Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. state: 
The smallest possible business has been done ia silk; from abroad orders 
are of the most trifling description, and the home consumers buy in the same 
hand-to-mouth way ; yet, with such drawbacks to business, prices are up- 
held by importers, who, guided by statistics from the East and known 
stocks at home, decline as a rule to offer their silk at any important re- 
duction from the quotations with which the year opened.
